2. Third party, on evening April 15 Washington time, after big 
northern strike, gave us message from the other side which 
implies that our counterproposal may be accepted and which 
in any case is quite conciliatory. Third party also said that 
they were assuming special project would take place and that 
their planning was proceeding. It now looks as though it will 
go forward. 

3. Abrams will be under no major pressure for B-52 strikes from 
here in. We are thinking of perhaps one more this week.
